Monday evening. 

Water will be sold at cost as nearly 
as that can be determined, to all Con¬ 
sumers for whatever purpose. There 
will he no discrimination for or 
against any class. 

The domestic rate will remain at 
$1.60 monthly, with a rebate of 25 
cents If the bill is paid by the 15th of 
the month. This charge will entitle 
x the consumer to 500 cubic feet of wa¬ 
ter. For all water used in excess of 
that amount, whether for irrigation, 
sprinkling, bath tub or any other pur¬ 
pose, there will be a charge of seven 
cents per 100 cubic feet, or nine and 
one-third cents per 1,000 gallons. 
Business houses, shops or other estab¬ 
lishments not used as dwellings, will 
have at rate of 65 cents for a 200 eu. 
ft. allotment, with rebate of 10 cents 
for prompt payment. 

Comparison of Rates 
To compare the new rates with the 
old 1» difficult because the gravity wa¬ 
ter was formerly allotted on the basis 
of stock held. Assuming that the av¬ 
erage domestic consumer held two 
shares of stock the allowance seems to 
be a little above the average amount 
received under the old plun oil the 
$1.25 charge. The rate of 7 cents per 
100 cu. ft. is slightly lower than the 
former charge for excess water. 

Meters will be read every month dur¬ 
ing the year. The 500 cu. ft. allow¬ 
ance will hold good continually, but 
the trustees expect to announce some 
schedule making a lower rate for wa¬ 
ter used in excess of a certain amount 
during seasons when water is plenti¬ 
ful. 

Comparison of the new rates with 
those of other cities shows that the 
allotment Is pretty close to the av¬ 
erage and the excess charge is the 
same as in Los Angeles. 

How Rates Were Made 
The trustees aim to provide water at 
ns near actual cost as that may be 
determined. The rates must necessar¬ 
ily be estimated now from records of 
the water company. But after a year 
of operation by the city with a sys¬ 
tem of accounting adapted from rec¬ 
ommendations of the railroad commis¬ 
sion It will be possible to arrive at 
more exact results. The old company 
not being operated for prolit, accounts 
were not so kept or classitled as to 
make calculation of actual costs feas¬ 
ible. For Instance, meters were read 
for excess charges only when the 
pumps were running. Consequently 
winter water consumption can only be 
guessed at^ though that has a definite 
hearing on operating costs. 

Mayor Blumer, Clerk Perry and 
Treasurer Wolff have devoted much 
time to study of the company's records 
In estimating costs. Based on records 
for five yenrs they place the cost of 
delivering gravity water at 7.S3 cents 
per 1,000 gallons, and of pumped wa¬ 
ter at 9.2S cents per 1,000 gallons, ex¬ 
clusive of charges for interest or de¬ 
preciation. The average cost of grav¬ 
ity and pump water is placed at 8.19 
cents per 1,000 gallons, exclusive of 
interest and depreciation. 

The water company took no account 
of Interest charges on capital stock. 
The trustees feel that It Is only fair 
to provide for retirement of the city’s 
water bonds, which will virtually rep¬ 
resent capital Investment, by taxation. 
Interest charges, which arc chargeable 
to operating expense, are to be Includ¬ 
ed In estimates of the cost of deliver¬ 
ing water. 

Annual Budget 

Estimates for running the water de¬ 
partment for the next fiscal year are 
ns follows: Maintenance and running 
expenses, $8,000; Interest on bonds, 
$8,550; depreciation, $855; total, $17,- 
403. It Is not expected that service 
rates and the excess charges will pro¬ 
duce this amount. But in view of the 
fnct that calculations have been made 
on an estimated and approximate ba¬ 
sis. the water committee did not feel 1 
It to be ndvlsahle to fix a higher rate 
than that named.

Squirt Guns May Come Into Use For 
Propelling Vessels. 

Running a ship by a squirt gun and 
operating a ship by having a motorman 
in the pilot house use a controller just 
as does the motorman of an electric 
car nre two ideas that have been seri¬ 
ously advanced recently by engineers 
of high standing. The ship’s motor- 
man Idea could easily be applied to a 
great freight vessel that will begin its 
trips through the great lakes and con¬ 
necting canals next spring. 

It has just such a motorman now, but 
he stands with his controller in the en¬ 
gine room instead of up in the pilot 
house. A longer cable attached to his 
controller is all that is necessary to en¬ 
able him to do his work in the pilot 
house. Oil engines are used to gen¬ 
erate electricity, and the electricity to 
used to turn the propellers. So elec¬ 
tricity runs the ship in much the same 
way that it does a trolley car. 

The squirt gun idea is to propel a ship 
by squirting out water through pipes 
at the stern of the ship, where pro¬ 
pellers ordinarily are located. Water 
would be taken in from the front end 
by great pipes, given a push when it 
reaches the engine room and then sent 
rushing out at the stern of the ship. 
This same scheme has been thought of 
before, but never put into use because 
it cost so much to give that push to 
the water. 

The wonderful efticiency of a new 
pump, which now pumps some of tile 
water supply of London and has at¬ 
tracted the attention of engineers every¬ 
where, makes the scheme appear less 
absurd. In this pump water is admitted 
into the chamber until the chamber is 
nearly full, and then gasoline
